HISTORIC PERSON, 
DOCUMENTS REVEAL 


Dr. Breasted, Archeologist, 
Says Discoveries Prove Truth | 
of Greek Story.

CHICAGO, May 6.—Dr. 
H. Breasted, just back from Egypt. 
has deciphered ancient manuscriris 
of a date contemporary with the 
destruction of Troy and announces 
belief in the story of Helen ci 
Troy, heretofore considered Greek 
myth. If Helen of Troy was real, 
Paris, Hector, Andromoche an 
“Sulking Achilles’’ must have been 
genuine. Dr. Breasted has been Iin- 
vestigating King Tutankhamen, dea- 
ciphering manuscripts found in the 
tomb. The scripts will amplify all 
the history of Egypt now known, 
ne says, and will throw a light on 
ancient Grecian affairs. 

It is in this ancient § corres- 
pondence that Breasted has dis- 
covered documents supplementing 
discoveries in Asia Minor, showing 
that Helen of Troy was aé_e real 
woman and not the creation of a 
Greek minstrel. 

The manuscripts tell of a revo- 
lution during King Tutankhamen’'s 
reign. He gave people liberty of 
thought and declared for one God. 
His widow lost the throne and it 
went back to the stand  patters. 
Breasted had occasion to act as 
somewhat of a mediator in the 
misunderstanding between Howard 
Carter and the Egyptian Govern- 
ment. In the capacity of head of 
the Oriental Institute, supported by 
John D. Rockefeller Jr... he worked 
to make possible teh uninterrupted 
progress of the study of the con- 
tents of the tomb.

‘Government's Civil War pension bill for the year 
ending June 30, 1923, was $238,924,872. When it 
is remembered that the Civil War ended 59 years 
ago, this pension tofal is little less than terrify- 
ing. But Congress apparently does not ive a 
thought to the taxpayer who has, to put up this 
money. ‘This Bursum bill which proposes to add 
more millions to the tax burden has been passed 
twice. President Harding vetoed it, and, according 
to Senator Bursum, there are now votes enough to 
assure passage over Mr. Coolidge’s veto. 

Be that as it may, Mr. Coolidge, in his message, 
has spoken candidly and with something approach- 
ing warmth in behalf of the taxpayer. He tells 
Congress’ that “the need for economy in public ex- 
penditure cannot be overestimated.”’ That expres- 
sion is probably as near to the superlative as Mr. 
Coolidge can get, but the facts warrant even more 
vigorous language. It. would hardly be amiss for 
the President to warn Congress that it must stop 
squandering the people’s money like drunken sail- 
crs: that it must stop lavishly granting every re- 
aquest for largesse; that it must stop playing the 
fairy Prince with the people's funds.» 

And every argument for economy in Mr. Cool- 
idge’s objections to the Bursum bill applies with 
equal pertinence and greater force to the bonus bill,
